It will have attached to it a bath 
room with modern conveniences. 
This dwelling will be quite a nov- 
elty when completed. It is believ- 
ed it will bo the first of its kind 
ever built so far south.— The Eto- 
wah Mines, controlled by this com- 
pany, are also workiug full time.

Six Million People are Depen- 
dent on the 'Railroad lor a 
Living. 

Representatives of the million 
and a Quarter railway employes in 
the United States called on Presi- 
dent Kooscfelt recentlyand stat- 
ed their reasons for their opposi- 
tion to having transportation rates 
fixed by the Federal Government, 
Mr, W. W. Clark, head of the 
Order of Railway Conductors, was 
Chairman of the Committee. He 
Btt$s that the railway employes 
and tboso dependent on them num- 
ber about six million people in 
this country. In addition there 
are fully four million more in tho 
rfimber, iron, steel and other man- 
ufacturing industries who get a 
large part of their wages from 
money paid by the railroads for 
materials and supplies which they 
have to buy. 

In Jotind numbefs, the wa^es of 
tho railway employes amount to 
$500,000,000 a year. 

"Why is it proposed to have the 
government fix the price at which 
the railroads must sell their ser- 
vice? Tbc government might just 
as well fix the maximum prices on 
beef, pork, o'l, clothing, butter 
and eggSj in fact, everything 
which everyone has to buy every 
day; afld it seems to us that such a 
step would bo infinitely more 
reasonable than this proposed 
move upon the railroad rates, be- 
cause all of these and other com- 
modities have advanced by leaps 
and bounds, and by methods which 
We all agree would 'bear investi- 
gation,- while the general average 
of railway freight rates have stead- 
ily decreased from two cents per 
ton per mile in 1870, down to 
three-fourths of one cent per ton 
fief mite today, and during- the 
psst fieff tears the railroad com- 
panies have granted substantial 
wage concessions to their em 
ployes and also ameliorated labor 
conditions. 

"That the railroads of the conn- 
try have been enabled to reduce 
rates, and at the same time ad- 
vance wages and spend large sums 
In the physical improvements of 
their properties, is due +0 the re- 
duction of elimination of grades, 
curves, etc., doubled capacities of 



cars, immensely increased hauling 
power of locomotives and supe- 
ior character of general service 
rendered, showing in instances an 
increase of 200 per cent in train 
tonnage, and we believe that, in 
this increase of earning power and 
economical, management the limit 
has been reached, therefore, we 
believe that we take a fair and 
ust view of tho situation when wej 
claim that no national legislation 
should bo adopted which shall 
tend in any degree to interfere 
with or interrupt the present or 
future prosperity of the railroad 
employes in this country."

i-elntivc to the manufacture and 
•Sato of certain alcoholic com- 
pounds advertised and sold under 
a variety of names will not go in- 
to effect December 31, as was an- 
nounced some time ago. The 
chango in the date is made so as 
to prevent losses to manufacturers 
and merchants. The new ruling 
pi-ovides that the manufacturers 
and dealers who handle such com - 
pounds will be subject to the 
special tax under the federal 
statutes. According to the last 
circular, it will become effective as 
against manufacturers on January 
1, and concerning retail dealers 
on the 1st of April. The govern- 
is now conducting analyses of all 
such compounds as contain large 
quantities of alcohol in order to 
determine whether or not the 
manufacturers will be subjected 
to the special tax.

Out two years term as alderman 
of Dahlonega expires in a few 
more weeks and we have tried to 
serve all classes to tho best of our 
ability.

Mining Notes. 

The water is being pumped out 
of the Lockhart shaft -preparctory 
for work to be resumed in it 
again. 

The owners of the Castleberry 
property are now engaged in in- 
stalling the machinery to work the 
mine on a large scale. 

The managers of the Briar Patch 
mine will be here in a few days 
and it is expected that they will 
rush the big canal to completion. 

Mr. C. F. McAfee made twens 
ty-eight pennyweights of gold ont 
of four two-horse loads of ore last 
week, taken from the McAfee- 
Lind mine. 

Mr. Wash Jenkins has out a lot 
of fine ore already at the mill, ta- 
ken from the vein on the Findley 
ridge, believed to bo worth from 
eight to ten dollars per ton. 

The president of tho Consolida- 
ted Co., and Mr. Breyman of tho 
Standard are expected here soon, 
who will decide upon what kind 
of power will be used to work the 
Barlow, whether by electrial or 
by water. 

For the month of November 
Moose and McDonald, with their 
lift on the Columbia property, 
made 228 pennyweights of gold, 
a portion of it being a nice lot of 
nuggets, the largest weighing over 
three pennyweights. 

The Bunker Hill property is bes 
ing visited this week by a large 
number of men from Western 
states.

All Countries are Interested 
in the Action oi Congress. 

Washington, Nov. Sfi. — Great 
interest is being shown here in an 
article which appeared in a repeat 
issue of the London STATIST. 
This paper is the most ably edited 
financial journal in the world, and 
everywhere is regarded as high 
authority. 

The Statist says that all the 
world is interested m the action 
to be taken by the coming Con- 
gress on the subject of railroads. 
Legislation which helps the pros- 
ates, beno- 
Llie world, says the jo 
and the reverse is true. It 
the Sherman Purchase bill of 1890 
as legislation which hurt the in- 
dustries and practically all lines 
of business in this country and 
Europe, while the adoption of the 
Single Gold standard was follows 
ed by the greatest era of prosper- 
ity ever seen. If Congress gives 
the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission power to fix railway rates, 
not only the railroads but all 
business interests will regret it, 
says the Statist, because the de- 
velopment of the country, the 
growth of manufactures and the 
prosperity of the agriculturalists 
will be retarded. 

England has government con- 
trol of rates and the rates have 
not been changed in twenty-five 
years, while in the United States 
they are only a third of what they 
were in 1850. 

The railway industry does rot 
differ in any material degree from 
other industries, the Statist de- 
clares. 

'Tts prosperity is governed by 
the prosperity of the country and 
of the traders it serves, and rail-. 
way presidents and directors have 
realized that they are bound to 
charge rates which assist trade and 
commerce to expand. The rail- 
way industry has probably done as 
much as, or even more than, oth 
er industries towards building up 
the country's welfare; and the en- 
lightened policy which has ani- 
mated those who have controlled 
the railway industry has brought 
advantage and wealth to the coun- 
try which cannot well be measur- 
ed." 

The article goes on to say that 
judging from the past history of 
railroads, it does not seem likely 
that they will make rates which 
will hamper trade and prevent its 
expansion. Every railway man- 
ager knows that the prosperity of

Tributes to the Bible. 

Chas. Sears Baldwin, professor 
of rhetoric in Yale University, in 
a recent handbook for students, 
showing bow to prepare a speech, 
write an essay or tell a story, takes 
all his examples from the Bible. 

In noticing this book the New 
York Sun takes occasion to quote 
the following from an address of 
Charles a Dunn, before the stu- 
dents of Union College, on the 
profession of journalism, Mr. Da- 
na said : 

The next point to bo attended 
to is this: What books ought you 
to read? There arc some books 
whieh are indispensable— a few 
books. Almost all books have 
their use, even the silly ones, and 
an omnivorous reader, if he reads 
intelligently, need never feel tha* 
his time is wasted even when he 
bestows it on the flimsiest trash 
that is printed; but there are some 
books which are absolutely indis- 
pensable to the kind of education 
which we are contemplating, and 
to the profession which wo are 
considering; and of all these the 
most indispensable, the most use- 
ful, the one whose knowledge is 
most effective, is the Bible. There 
is no book from which more val- 
uable lessons can be learned. 

I am considering it now, not as 
a religious book, but as a manual 
of utility, of professional prepa 
ration and professional use for a 
journalist. There is perhaps no 
book whoso style is more sugges- 
tive; from which you learn more 
directly that sublime simplicity 
which never exaggerates, which 
recounts the greatest event with 
solemnity, of course, but without 
sentimentality of affectation ; none 
which yon open with such confi- 
dence and lay down with such rev- 
erence. There is no book like the 
Bible. When you get into a con- 
troversy and want exactly the 
right answer, when you are look- 
ing for an expression, what is 
there that closes a dispute like a 
verse from the Bible? What is it 
that setc up the right principle for 
you, which pleads for a policy, for 
a cause, so much as the right pass- 
age of Holy Scripture?" 

And yet we are every once in a 
while told by some would»be ac- 
counted scholars and smart man 
that the Bible needs improvement. 
And these gentlemen essay to 
offer the improvement it needs! 
A worse folly is it, for people who 
profess to be religious, not to 
study more carefully this book, 
which as literature alone has com- 
mended itself to the most infellN 
gent and cultured men of the 
ages. Read the Bible; as a book, 
it shallenres attention; as a reve- 
lation from God, it is a necessity 
to the fullest and best understand- 
.- will concerning ns.

Major Henry Fink; formerly 
President of the old East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia '& Georgia rail- 
road, is one of tli'e ablest railway 
men in the world - , lie is a pro- 
found thinker, an able writer and 
a keen debator. Years; Ago 
wrote Some essays on railw&y 
'question's which read now, sho 
'that he saw into the future with 
•the vision of a prophet. Major 
Fink has recently published a 
'nook on Rate Regulation which 
thVoWs new light on questions of 
the greatest importance to rail- 
way managers and to the public. 
He says that it is simply impos- 
sible to figure out what it costs a 
railroad to transport any particu- 
lar article. No mathematical rule 
can be laid down for calculating 
the expense to the company. The 
eMgfense of ha'u'l'ing freight, he bo- 
sieves is the smallest part of the 
'■cost. Major Fink declares that 
the greatest injustice cTone to ship- 
ipers is clue to the unrestrained 
'competition between road's. In 
order to get the business of a large 
Shipper, some roads will give him 
'a secretly low rate which enables 
irrfti to undersell a compeditor.

The Municipal Primary Not 
Desirable. 

Under the present system of se - 
lecting a mayor for Dahlonega it 
is a rare thing for a man to be 
elected to the office unless he be- 
longs to the town ring oris a per- 
son who may be selected by it, 
showing that mass meetings are 
not the beat way of placing either 
mayor or aldermen before the peo- 
ple. Numbers of persons are 
deprived of taking any part 
in it because they can't all bo on 
hand at a meeting which only lasts 
an hour or so. In so short a time it 
gives a chance to keep voters away 
until it is over, by getting them 
beastly drunk or hiring .them to 
stay off, as was the case at the re- 
cent mass meeting, until it is 
over, often resulting in a mayor 
being selected and elected who is 
not the choice of a majority of the 
voters of the town. At the last 
meeting 28 voters who had regis- 
tered did not get to vote. Alder- 
mon are often elected by the "fix- 
ers" and put through in the same 
manner. Now had all the 28 ab- 
sent voters, or even a majority of 
them been present on tho night of 
the 13th, a different mayor would 
have served the people for the 
n ext two years. And as to ille- 
gal registration, if there were fif- 
ty of them they could vote in a 
mass meeting without any legal 
interference. The charter of Dah- 
lonega, which was granted by the 
legislature, says the qualification 
of voters is determined by tho 
election managers. Now what 
has a mass mcetine - to do 
with this matter? Nothing. Or 
how could a man, who might be 
defeated by fifty illegal votes help 
himself, when tho law makes no 
provisions to contest any ballots 
cast, in such mass meetings? At 
these mass meetings votes could be 
bought and sold right in the court 
house during the time and liquor 
used and no one could be hurt by 
law. Now let a fairer plan than 
this be adopted by the city fathers 
for the next election. A way to 
take its management out of the 
hands of the ring so any one can 
run for mayor or aldesman and 
have his rights protected by law, 
This can bo done by an election 
which can be held during the day 
and all day, giving but little 
chance for any dirty tricks to be 
covered up by darkness. Then a 
man cannot be kept away from 
the polls all day by being made 
drunk or sent off, giving every vo- 
ter a chance to come to tho polls 
some time during the day and 
cast his ballot unmolested.

or three days, and instead of be- 
ing ashamed of it one of these men 
was out on the streets laughing 
about it the next day, and now 
Uncle Dick is going to bo church- 
ed and cast out among sinners and 
country editors. 

An effort was made by one of 
the county officers to get "Choc 
taw" Davis off up the road, pre- 
tending that a blockader was to 
meet him there with some liquor, 
in order to keep Mr. Davis off on 
til the mass meeting was over, 
but the old man "smelted a 
mouse" and came off leaving this 
"efficient" officer behind, and re- 
turned time enough to be true to 
his word in voting for us. 

Another county officer and mcni^ 
ber of the church took his stand in 
the lower part of the court house 
with a handful of Yickery lickets, 
inviting voters who he thought 
might be changed against, us. to 
take one and a drink ot liquor.

WfjO OWNS TrjE CENTRAL? 

The Southern Does not And 

Cannot, Says President 

Spencer. 

Atlanta, Dec. 11— Who owns 
the Central of Georgia Railway? 

Three times this question has 
been before the Georgia Railroad 
Commission and every time the 
answer is the same — the re-organ 
zation committee of the Richmond 
Terminal Company. 

Mr. Samuel Spencer, president 
of the Southern Railway, was 
questioned for two hours the oth 
er day by the railroad commission 
here and he gave the history of 
the Central's ownership in detail. 
Every company, ot course, is 
owned by its stockholders. Back 
in 1887, a majority of the old 
Central's stock was bought by Pat 
Calhoun and associates. They sold 
it to another Company, called the 
Georgia — not the Georgia Rail- 
road, but tho Georgia Company 
This latter company was bought 
by tho Richmond & West Point 
Terminal Company. In 1892, the 
Richmond Terminal went into 
ceivership. Among its assets was 
the majority stock of the Central 
of Georgia. 

In 1893, the .Southern Railway 
was formed and it bought a largo 
part of the Richmond Terminal 
property. The Southern Ktiilmiy 
Company, however, did not get 
possession or control of the Cen 
traPs stock because there was ve^y 
grne doubt about the owner, the 
Richmond Terminal, bc'ogable to 
give a title which would be good 
in Georgia. 

So tho Richmond Terminal's re- 
organization Committee held on 
to the Central stock and still holds 
it. 

Mr. Spencer said that the South 
crn does not own a share or a dol- 
lar's worth of anything in the cen 
tral and never has controlled the 
Central. It is controlled absolu 
tely by the President and directors 
who are selected by the voter 
the Richmond Terminal's re 
ganization Committee. Not one 
of the three members of the re 
organization committee has any 
interest in the Southern Railwa 

From Mr. Spencer's testimony, 
it appears that the Southern is 
the position of a man who has 
bought a farm but cannot get 
title to it. 

Mr. Spencer added that he did 
not think it would be good policy 
for the Southern to own tho Cen- 
tral even if it were legal to do so, 
Major Hanson, President of the 
Central, testitfed that the road i: 
operated as an independent prop- 
erty and competes with the South 
ern for business more sharply 
than with any other road.
